A Rescued Miner Tells the Story of 


His Kntonibment. 


WILKESBABBE, Pa , Feb. 24,—The five 


miners who had been entombed in the 
mine at Janesville for nineteen days, 
were brought to the surface this morn- 
ing. All were unconscious, with the 
exception of Mashiskowiez, who, by the 
aid of an interpreter, was interviewed by 
a United Press reporter this morning. 
He eaid: "I never gave up hope but that 
we would all be rescued alive, although 
my companions did. They recalled 
similar disasters in which men perished. 
I said let us pray to God, He will help 
us; and eo He did. For the first eight 
days we lived on the contents of our 
dinner pails. We had them pretty well 
filled with pork, bread and cheese. The 
first day I said, now as there is hope of 
being rescued we will ration our food. 
It was agreed, and we got together in 
the corner of a breast. The oold was in- 
tense, and we had to keep crowded and 
hug each other to keep warm. At first 
we oonld not drink the sulphur water, 
but necessity compelled us, and in the 
course of time we liked it, On the 
ninth day our last food was gone. We 
were surrounded by water and delirons. 
I thought I would go on a little explora- 
tion expedition, I was mighty lucky. 
I found a dinner pal. There was not 
much in it, but what there was we 
lived on for two days. Then I was 
almost too weak to go on foraging expe- 
ditions. As a last resort we had to kill 
the rats, and they, like ourselves, were 
half starved and 
desperate. 
They 


would attack us bodily and we had 
to fight them off. 
I killed three or four 


a day. We had no hesitancy in eating 
their legs. It was good food. 
We 


would certainly have starved had we not 
had the rata to eat. We resolved to die 
together rather than eat each other."

An Old Pioneer of the Connty Passe* 


to His Eternal Hame. 


The funeral of Peter F. Barrand, 


whose death ocourrod last week at his 
home, in Washington township, took 
place lest Sunday, and was largely at- 
tended. Mr. Barraod was one of the 
pioneers of tho county, and had reached 
the ripe old ago of nearly four score 
years and ten, having been born in the 
year 1804 Tn Franco. Ho received a 
good education, and was a teacher in 
his native land. In 183G he emigrated 
to the United States, and came imme- 
diately to Allen county. The trip from 
Toledo to this place he made in a 
pirogue upon the river as far as the 
rapids. When he arrived here Fort 
Wayne-was but little other than ft trad- 
ing station, and the population Terr 
small. Mr, Barrand's first employment 
here was with the Indian chief, J. B. 
Richardville, and afterwards on the con- 
struction of the canal, On the 22d day 
day of November, 1838, he was mar- 
ried to Ann J. Poirson, who was 
born in France in 1820 and immigrated 
to this country with her parents in 1881. 
Her family, after spending a few years 
in New York state, moved to this county 
and settled on a farm on the old plank 
road, four and a half miles from Fort 
Wayne, where they kept what was 
called in those times "French Mary's 
Tavern," ft name given it by the early 
settlers. After their marriage Mr. Bar- 
rand commenced farming ou the Penn 
farm and three years later purchased a 
farm in Washington township oa which 
he resided until his death. In 1888 Mr. 
and Mrs, Birrancl celebrated 
their 


golden wedding. Mrs. Barrand and sev- 
eral children survive him, John B. Bar- 
rand, of this city being the superin- 
tendent of the sash, door and blind 
factory of Louis Diether & Brother, 
The deceased was an estimable citizen 
and left a host of friends to mourn bis 
death.

A MEMBEB of a prominent firm of Bos- 


ton which imports from the Argentine 
republic many goods yearly, including 
large quantities of carpet, wool and os- 
trich feathers—the cheapest sort made 
into feather dusters—speaking of the 
effect of the MoEinley act, said that his 
firm has put on to the former price for 
carpet wool the entire amount' of the 
recent advance uuder the McKinley act, 
and a trifle more. Tho total advance 
on this grade of wool was three cents 
and & fraction a pound, and the import- 
ers have been able to get about four 
cents more, solely on account of the 
tariff, of course, and is not a matter pe- 
culiar to this firm alone. 
On the other 


hand, the duty on ostrich feathers was 
reduced from twenty-five to ten per 
otnt. Immediately the price to pur- 
chasers in this country fell the whole 
amount of the duty. This is the gen- 
eral law, this importer states, regarding 
articles that are not produced in this 
country, but are imported wholly from 
abroad, 


A MOST interesting political remin- 


iscence was given by Senator McDon- 
ald, of Indiana, in an interview, in 
Washington, a few days ago. He re- 
marked that the tariff question is an 
evidence how history repeats itself. 
He said that the first political speech he 
ever made was at his old home in Oratr- 
fordsville, Indiana. 
That was forty 


years ago and President Polk was the 
candidate upon a tariff for revenue re- 
form, substantially the same as that of 
the democratic party during tho last 
presidential 
cimpain. 
During 
the 


Cleveland-Harrison oampaifm Mr. Mc- 
Donald made his last speech in Craw- 
fordsville, and the chairman said he did 
not believe an instance oould be shown 
in our history of a man making two 
speeches for a presidential candidate 
forty-four years apart and advocating 
substantially the a«ne issues. 
Mr. 


McDonald eays: ' 'The first message of 
President Polk waa substantially the 
same as the tariff reform message of 
President Cleveland, and it brought 
about the enactment of the tariff Of 
1846." 


TftK LKtHSl/ATUBE. 


The general taxation bill was up in 


the home yesterday. Mr. Gent offered 
a resolution that it was the sense of the 
committee that tte bill s&ould be re- 
committed, with instructions to amend 
it so as to provide for the collection of 
taxes by counties, and the distribution 
thereof in the way that is provided for 
by the present law; ia other words to 
strike out the section providing that 
taxes on railroads should be paid into 
the state and county treasuries. In 
support of this, he said that the bill, if 
passed, would relieve from state taxa- 
tion every part of railroad property in 
the state. It provided for unequal tox- 
atioa, and it contained many provisions 
that were unjust. 


Mr. Oppenheim defended the bill, 


saying that it propoeed to follow the ex- 
ample of other progressive states, finch 
as Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Vermont 
and others, which raised state revenues 
by taxation of railroads. In this state 
there was, under the present assess- 
ment, railroad property amounting to 
§70,000,0 00. A twenty cent levy on this 
would give a revenue of 81,400,000 a 
year, which, added to the $400,000 from 
other sources, would give the state an 
annual revenue of 81,800,000, or about 
$100,000 less than was needed. But 
these railroads have never been assessed 
one fourth the value of their property, 
and it was believed that under this pro- 
posed law they would be assessed high- 
er. In his judgment, after the first 
assessment, the railroads would have to 
pay from 82,000,000 to $2,200,000 a 
year, 
which 
would 
permit 
the 


payment of all expenses and give 
the 
state 
a 
sinking 
fund 
of 


about $300,000 a year to apply on her 
debt. If this bill was not passed, it 
would be necessary, to raise the ade- 
quate revenue, to increase the tax levy 
for state purposes from twelve to eigh- 
teen or twenty cents. This bill did not 
propose to increase taxation one cent, 
but put the burden upon the railroads. 
Public sentiment under it would compel 
the officers in charge to raise the assess 
ment of railroad property to something 
like its real value, and the revenues 
would be correspondingly increased. 
Tho rate of taxing railroads, bethought, 
should be increased over twenty cents 
on the 8100 of valuation. Under the 
provisions of this bill if it did not oper- 
ate as its framers felt sure it would, his 
own county (Allen) would lose annually 
810,000, but he was willing to take the 
risk of that He expected, however, 
that under the bill the state would 
derive $80,000 a year from railroad 
taxation 
in 
Allen 
county 
alone. 


The famous cigarette bill came up in 


the senate and the vote to reconsider it 
was laid on the table. 


Both branches of the legislature ex- 


pect to take up the apportionment bill 
this week. When agreed upon by the 
caucus they will be worked through in 
a very short time. The democratic ma- 
jority 's so large in both houses as to be 
able to easily override any dilatory 
measures by the republicans. 


The legislature will adjourn sine die, 


by constitutional limitation, two weeks 
from yesterday. 
In the house 630 bills 


have been introduced and ninety-two 
passed. In the senate 366 have been 
introduced and 101 passed. Those that 
have become laws are unimportant in 
character, while the most important 
ones are yet to be considered.

thereof in the way that is provided for 
by the present law; in other words to 
strike out the section providing that 
taxes on railroads should bo paid into 
the state and county bewaries. It 
rapport of thin, he said that tbe bill, if 
passed, would relieve from state taxa- 
tion every part of railroad property in 
the state. It provided for unequal tax- 
ation, and it contained many provisions 
that were unjust. 


Mr. Oppenheim defended the bill, 


sayi ng that it propoeed to follow the ex- 
ample of other progressive states, such 
a& Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Vermont 
and others, which raised state revenue* 
by taxation of railroads. la this state 
there waa, under the present 
ment, railroad properly amounting to 
$70,000,000. A twenty cent levy on this 
would give a revenue of 81.400,000 a 
year, which, added to tbe €400,000 from 
ether Bourera, wonld give the state an 
annual revenue of 11,800,000, or about 
$100,000 len than was needed. But 
theee railroads haw never been aascased 
one fourth the value of their property, 
and it waa believed that under this pro- 
poeed law they would be anewed high
